Irſt, when it ſhall pleaſe God to 
bring you vnto Mans cſtare,ma- 
king you capable of that Cal.

tion : Bee informed truely of thear inclination,”

by doubly diuorced'from himſelfe: for, beeing 
firſt ſober, hee is not his own man: and beeing 
drunke, heefalles ſhort by two degrees,

wil but defray extraordinaries, which wilalway

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PRECEPT II, 


T eacheth the Education of Children. 


Ring your Children vp in obedience and 

Learning,yet without too much auſteritie, 
praiſe them openly, reprehende them ſecretly: 
glue them good countenance, and conuenient 
maintenance, according to your ablilitie : For 
otherwiſe your lines will ſeeme their bondage, 
and then as thoſe are cenſured, that deferre all 
good to their ende ; fo that portion you ſhall 
leaue them,they may thanke death for, and not 
_ you. Marry your daughters betimes, leſt they 
marry themſclues. 

Suffer not your Sonnes to paſſe the Alpes: for 
they ſhall exchaunge for their forraine trauell 
(vnleſle they goe better fortified ) but others 
Vices for their owne Vertues, Pride, Blaſphenne, 
and Atheiſme,for Humility Reucrence,and Religions 
And if by chaunce, out of a more wary induſtry, 
theyatrainto any broken Languages,they-will 
profite them no more, than to haue one Meate 
ſerued in divers Diſhes. 

Neither by mine aduiſc ſhall you traine them 
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Foy Houſe-holde Pronifion. IT 
ypto Warres: For he that ſets vp his reſt toline 
by that profcfſion, in mine opinion, can hardly 
be an honeſt man,or a good Chriſtian :For Exe. 
rie Warre of it ſelfe is unjufl, the good cauſe may make 
it lawſall: Beſides, it is a Science no longer inre- 
queſt than vſe: for Souldiours 11 Peace,are like 
Chimneyes in Summur, like Dogges paſt hun. 
ting,or Women when their beauty is done. As 
a perſon of quality once noted to the like effe&, 
in theſe Verſes following :

For Houſe-holde Prouiſion, and of the

Tue not in the Countrey without Corne and

his Hande to his Purſe for cuery Expence of 
Houſe-hold,ſhall as hardly keepe Money there- 
m,as it is for one to hol Warer in 2 Siue. 

And for your Pronilion, Lay to buy it at the 
beſt hand, for there may beſomerimes a-pennie 
faued, berweene buying at vour neede;ot when 
the ſeaſon moſt fitly may ſurniſhyow | 

Be not willingly attende,or ſeruedby Kinſ= 

men

men or Friendes, which will ſeeme tb bee men, 
as it were intreated to ſtay: for fuch will expe& 
much , and ſtead little : neither by ſuch as are 
amorous; for their heads are commonly intoxi- 
cated, Keepe rather too few, than one too ma- 
nie : feede them well, and paye them with the 
moſt, ſo maye you lawfully demaund ſeruice ac

For by that meanes you ſhall double the bonde 
of Nature: Bee a Neighbour to their good, as 
well as to their blood: By which reaſonable 
deſeruinges, you ſhall finde them ſo manie Ad- 
nocates, to pleadean Apologie for you behind 
your backe, ſo manie Witneſſes of your Ver- 
tues, whenſocuer others ſhall ſeeke to depraue 
you: But ſhake off the Glow-wormes, I meane 
Paraſites and Sycopbantes, who will feede and 
fawne on you, in thz Summer of your Proſpe- 
fitic ; but in anie aduerſe Storme, will ſhelter 
you no more than a Cloake of Taffatic, or an 
Arbour in Winter,

B* ſure you keep ſome great Man alwayes to 
your Friend: yet trouble himnot for trifles? 
Complement him often: preſent him with ma- 
nie, yet ſmall gifts,and of little charge, And if 
you haue cauſe to beſtow any great gratuitie on 
him,then let it be no Cheſt commodity, or ob- 
ſcure thing: bur ſuch a one as may bee dayly 1n 
ſight,the better to be remembred:for otherwiſe 
you ſhall live but like a Hop without Pole,or 2 
Vine without her Elme,ſfubje& to injury &op- 
preſsion,ready to be made a Football tor cuery 
ſuperior inſulting companion toſpurne at.

HoW and when to undertake (uites, 


Ndertake no Suit againſt a poore man, w1- 
thout recetuing of grear wrong, for therin 
you make him your Compeditorz Beſides that, 
it 1s helde a baſe Conqueſt, to triumph vpona 
weak Aduerſary, Neither vndertake law againſt 
any man, before you be fully reſolued you hau 
the Right on your ſide: which being once ſocal- 
certained, then ſpare neither coſt nor paings.to. 
accompliſh it: For a Cauſe or two being ſocloſe 
tollowed,and well accompliſhed, may after free 
you from Suits a great patt of your life, |

nay,chooſe rather then,to lend that mony from
